many benefits from state depart- 
ment consultants whose jobs are 
heavily funded by the federal gov- 
ernment, and many services from 
various state and county agencies. 
whose existence is dependent up- 
on federal funds, ; 

Although the extent of the cut 
of federal dollars is currently un- 
clear, it appears that we may 
Jose 20% of our direct federal fund- 
ing, or roughly $17,000, In reduc- 
ing the funding to school districts, 
the federal government has indi- 
cated that it aiso plans to reduce 
the ‘strings’ attached to the 
money; That is, the provision of 
federal funds will no longer be con- 
tingent upon spending the federal 
money in specific categories. Re- 
venue reductions might be more 
acceptable under these cireum- 
stance. At this point, however, it 
appears that educators may get 
the worst of both worlds—continu- 
ing federal guidelines with lower 
federal dollars. 

In the coming weeks, our district 
will have to make some difficult 
decisions relating ta the services 
we provide through our federal 
money;,for services will have to be 
reduced if federal reyenues are 
reduced. Our school district, the 
towns in our school district, and 
many of the agencies that serve 
our area will be effected by the 
federal budget squeeze. The school 
district is prepared to make the 
sacrifices necessary to meet the 
fiscal constraints we face, but the 
sacrifices will not be abstract — 
their impact will be felt in our 
classrooms.

The issue of the DOT budget has 
already proyen to be one of the 
most controversial and hard fought 
questions that the 110th Legisla- 
ttre will face. A serious division 
between the two parties culminat- 
ed this week in a vote that effect- 
ively killed the Governor’s pro- 
posal to extend the fee increases 
beyond the scheduled expiration 
date of Feb. 28, 1981, and set the 
stage fer another major confronta- 
tation later in the session, when 
the Governor’s 1981-82 budget 
comes up for review. 

The problem with the DOT budg- 
et first surfaced two years ago 
when it became apparent that the 
gas tax was no Jonger bringing in 
sufficient revenue to fund the de- 
partment, because higher gas 
prices had’ forced the public to cut 
down on consumption. At that time 
Gov. Brennan asked the Legisla- 
ture to impos. “temporary” fee 
increases to cover the DOT budget 
deficit, while his administration 
searched for a comprehensive and 
“permanent” solution. 

The' last Legislature initially ap- 
proved his request, realizing that 
the problem would require some 
investigation, and that funding for 
the department would have to be 
provided in the interim. 

In May, 1980, however, the Gov- 

ernor came back to the Legisla- 
ture with no new ideas, but in- 
stead with another request for a 
“temporary” fee increase. This re- 
quest was greeted with some 
skepticism, -and was only passed 
after the “‘sunset’’ date of Feb. 28, 
1981 was attached. 
But by early January of this 
year it became apparent that the 
Brennan Administration had made 
no progress towards a solution, 
and again the Governor came to 
the Legislature seeking to main- 
tain the “temporary” fee increases 
beyond the scheduled sunset date. 
Furthermore, the budget that the 
Governor presented for 1981-82 in- 
eluded these ‘‘temporary’’ fees as 
permanent items.

jnereases. Despite heavy lobby- 
ing by the Governor, the Repub- 
licans held firm to their commit- 
ment to a comprehensive solution, 
and in a party-line vote denied 
the Governor the 2/3 majority he 
needed to extend the fee increase.

Politics. broke out in Augusta 
this week. What makes this news 
fis-that: this is the first occurrence

Those of us who renew our dri- 
‘vers’ Jicenses: after the end of 
¥ebruary will pay $10 rather than

Fast July. When the Governor re- 


‘quested the “temporary” fee. in- 
Jerease. last year, a provision was 


attached ending the fee as of the. 


end of February, This was done 
-to force the Administration to 
«ome up with a- permanent solu- 
tion to the highway funding crisis. 
This has not been done and thus’ 
“the action of House Republicans 
‘voting not to extend. 

- ,Some Democrats have suspicions 
that this action was triggered by 
what Republicans regard gs Speak- 
-er. John Martin’s abuse of his 
power, 

. The incident involved a joint re- 
solution endorsing President Rea- 
‘gan’s economic program. This re- 
‘solution was passed by the Repub- 
Jican controlled Senate on a party 
‘vote but. Speaker Martin ruled it 
out of order.on technicality. What 
yeally rubbed salt in the wound, 
however, was Martin’s refusal to 
Jet Minority Floor Leader Linwood 
‘Higgins, (R-Scarborough) talk ab- 
out it. Tempers were running high 
‘but according to Higgins the bill 
failed because of long standing 
Republican opposition and not as a 
wetaliatory tactic. 

Higgins does regard Martin’s ac- 
ions as an abuse and was clever- 
Jy. able to include remarks about 
it in remarks on another subject 
on the following day. Even John 
seemed to enjoy it: 

In a matter associated with the 
license fee bill, the Transportation 
‘Committee has been holding work- 
ing: sessions to consider the fate 
of the Administration’s: Highway 
Funding Act. 

The action whereby the license 
fees were reduced will take about 
one million dollars from the fund- 
ing contemplated by the Act. 

In an earlier action, the Appro- 
priations Committee, at the insti- 
gatidn-vf its Democrat members, 
served notice that some 20 millions 
of General Fund monies would not 
be available as requested by the 
Governor. 

The loss of the sums represent- 
ed by these two actions makes a 
shambles of the Governor’s high- 
sway program for the next two 
‘years. This will be the predominant 
problem for the 110th Legisla- 
ture to cope with. At this writing 
there is no possibility that a high- 
“way program. can be put together. 

As if the funding problems were- 
m’t enough, another aspect of the 
Highway Funding Act came under 
fire this week. In a radical depar- 
ture from past practice, the pro- 
‘posal creates block grant appro- 
priations to the cities and towns. 
These grants will replace the tra- 
ditional state-run programs of 
‘Town Road Improvemert, Snow 
Removal subsidy and State Aid 
Road programs. In their place 
will be a string-free grant of 
money, At the same time the cities 
and towns will assume full res- 
ponsibility for certain roads. At 


one of the work sessions, muni-, 


gipal officials were heard express- 
ing concern at the ambiguity of 
the coricept. They insisted they 
don’t understand the long range 
implications of the block grant 
‘and, as yet, no one has been able 
to explain it to them. Obviously 
there is much left to be heard and 
done on this important subject.

RUMFORD HOSPITAL

A new Diabetic In-House Teach- 
ing Program has been initiated at 
Rumford Community Hospital -un- 
der the direction of Jody .Little- 
field, Education Coordinator. Ac- 
cording to Ms. Littlefield, “Our 
goal is a planned, evaluated dia- 
betic patient educational program 
that will efficiently and effectively 
meet the educational needs of pa- 
tients and their families.” 

The Education Department will 
provide resources and organized 
framework for implementation as 
well as oversee the actual program 
implementation. Ms. Littlefield 
stated, “The Education Depart- 
ment will work closely with Jane 
Wardwell, Registered Dietitian, to 
provide one-to-one teaching and. 


to serve as resource: péople for 


the nursing personnel. Although 
all diabetic teaching will be ini- 
tiated through the Education De- 
partment, implementation at the 
patient level will be carried out 
by hospital staff nursing person- 
nel.”

Federal taxpayers requesting 
Energy Credits when filing their 
Form 1040 are reminded: to fully 
‘answer the questions to avoid the 
delay of a réfund, J. J. Jennings, 
District Director of the Augusta 
District of the Internal Revenue 
Services, advises. 

The Energy Credits are claim- 
ed on Form 5695 which is includ- 
ed in the Form 1040 tax package. 
Some taxpayers are not answering 
the first question in Part I: ‘'Was 
your principal residence substan- 
tially completed before April 20, 
1977’, If the ‘No’ box is checked, 
taxpayers ¢arinot claim an energy 
credit for conservation cost and 
they are advised not to fill in lines 
1 through 7 on the form. 

Jé the Part I answers are in- 
complete and the {axpayer is 
claiming the credit, the service 
Center must send the tax return 
back to the taxpayer for comple- 
tion.

The president’s axe has fallen. 
The Axe is no different from any 
other; when it falls, it can hurt. 

Since the first news of proposed. 
cuts in the federal budget came 
down from the White House, mem- 
bers of the Maine Congressional 
delegation and the state govern- 
ment have been scrambling to de- 
termine the actual effect on 
Maine and its people, In many 
areas, the jury is still out, because 
the White House will deliver more 
detailed accounts of its plans to 
Congress on March 10. Until those 
additions arrive, we won’t know 
the entire impact of the budget 
package. , : 

But certain aspects of the budget 


citts and their effect. on Maine are | 


clear. The message could be bet- 
ter for Maine and the rest of New 
England, but this brings us to the 
essence of the president’s plan. 
Slashing the federal budget will 
be a painful process, and protests 
will be heard. The question we 
must all answer is this: Will spe- 
cial interests prevail, or will Am- 
ericans sacrifice for the common 
good? If letters coming into my 
office since the annotincement of 
the budget plan aré any indication, 
then Mainérs expect serious con- 
sideration of the president’s plan- 
ned cuts in the Congress. 

This is not an immediate re- 
duction in federal spending. The 
budget cuts will reduce the am- 
ount of growth in federal budget 
next year; they will not reduce the 
size of the budget. In many cases, 
federal programs affecting Maine 
will not change appreciably in the 
year ahead. 

In the past week, I have receiv- 
ed information from both the 
governor's offide in Maine and 
from the congressional Northeast- 
Midwest Coalition on the preési- 


‘dent's proposals. Certain functions

APPORTIONMENT OF SCHOOL 
COSTS TOPIC OF MEETING : 
LAST THURSDAY EVENING 

A meeting was held in the libra- 
ry of Telstar Regional High School 
last Thursday evening to deter- 
mine the need of changing . the 
method of distributing school costs 
in M.S, A, D, #44,.The costs are 
now based wholly on the State valy 
uation of the five towns in the 
district. Because of a low ratio of 
the number of pupils to State. val- 
uation, Greenwood and Newry pay 
a much higher cost per pupil than 
the other three towns, with ;New- 
ry paying nearly. three times as 
much per pupil than Bethel does, 
and Greenwood nearly twice as 
wiuch, Andover’s costs are slightly 
higher than Bethel, with Wood- 
stock paying approximately one 
and a half times Bethel’s per pupil 
cost. Greenwood and Newry muni- 
cipal officers circulated petitions 
fo call for the meeting. — 

At this meeting each town was 
represented by two persons chosen 
by the municipal officers and one 
school district director, chosen by 
each town’s directors. A majority 
vote of these representatives pre- 
sent and voting was necessary to 
call'a district meeting to vote on 
the issue. Chosen by the municipal 
officers to represent the towas 
were: Andover, Roderick Sideling- 
er, David Hutchins; Bethel, Peter 
Weeks, Theodore Chadbourne: 
Greenwood, Herbert Dunham, Di- 
ane L. Howe; Newry, Willard A. 
Wight, Stephen W. Wight; Wood- 
stock, Clifford York, Floyd Ken- 
iston. School Directors: Andover, 
Desda Fogg; Bethel, Lloyd Car- 
ver; Greenwood, Harry Swan, Jr.; 
Newry, James Sysko; Woodstock, 
Paul Hillquist. 

The meeting was called to or- 

der by Harry Swan, Jr., chairman 
of the M. S. A. D. #44 Board. Mr. 
Swan was elected chairman of 
the meeting, and Dr. Wayne Ger- 
Sen, Supt. of Schools, M.S. A. D. 
#44, was elected secretary. 
’ Costs may be distributed on a 
part State valuation, part per pu- 
pil basis, from 15% State valua- 
tion, 85% per pupil, to 85% State 
valuation, 15% per pupil, by 5% 
increments. Although the 15% State 
valuation, 85% per pupil formula 
would have been more advanta- 
geous to both Greenwood and 
Newry, town officials were asking. 
for a 50-50 ratio, feeling that this 
was a fair way of distributing the 
cost, At one point in the meeting, 
it was suggested that the 80% State 
valuation, 20% per pupil formula 
be used instead of 50-50, ° 


After considerable discussion, 
with Atridover, Bethel and Wood- 
Stock, for the most part opposing 
the change, and Greenwood and 
Newry favoring. Stephen Wight 
made a motion, seconded by Diane 
Howe, to vote in favor of a change 
in the cost-sharing method. A vote 
was taken and the result was sev- 
en in favor and seven opposed, 
with Greenwood, Newry and one 
other representative favoring the 
change. One representative did not 
vote. Since a majority did not vote 
in favor of a change, the attempt 
failed. 


It is expected that Newry and 
Greenwood will continue to work 
to try to change the cost-sharing 
method. Officials of both towns 
feel that this is in effect, the same 
thing that was voted out several 
years ago when voters in a refer- 
endum voted down the State Uni- 
form Property tax for schools, 
where every municipality paid a 
certain percentage of their valua- 
tion for schools. Under the UMT, 
seme were paying in for schools 
more than their schools actually 
cost, and were-knowh as pay-in 
towns, 

Tf the cost-sharing formula can 
not be changed, Greenwood and 
Newry may consider withdrawing 
from the district,

simplest applications of direct-gain 
heating: the solar greenhouse. 
‘Most people ‘who have visited a 
florist’s "greenhouse dre familiar: 
with its warm. and pleasant. at- 
mosphere, ‘even on cold. or over- 
east days. While the traditional 


~ greenhouse gains most of its 


avarmth from the sun's Yadiation, 
‘there is also a considerable loss of 
‘beat through the large glass areas, 
‘To prevent such héat loss, “elabo- 
fate heating systenis are part and 
parcel of" the traditional green- 
house. 

Solar greenhouses, dn the oth:

“ples of passive heating | with. the 
traditional greenhouse concepts

; “Generally: speaking, there are 
two types .of solar greenhouses— 


_‘f¥ee-standing and ‘those attached 


‘to buildings, Free-standing green- 
‘houses are used for the production 
of food or cultivation of plants or 
flowers. Attached greenhouses 
(sometimes called sunspaces) are. 
‘more aptly described as solar 
“yooms, which can be used as an 
additional living space for a home. 
- With free-standing solar green- 
qvidea: the south-facing wall. and 
oof are made of glass. The north 
‘gidé, however, is constructed with 
‘heat-absorbing materials and pro- 
tected from the elements by in- 
sulation, Usually the north wall is 
painted a dark color to enhance 
its heat-absorbing capacity: The 
floors of the greenhouse are -also 
‘made of heat-storing materials to 
provide a greater thermal mass. 


As with any passive sysjem, the. 


use of thermal mass areds allows 
the daytime heat to be stored for 
release at night or when tempera- 
tutes drop. ‘Io avoid overheating 
during the day, vents are placed 


near the peak and base of the ° 


greenhouse. Auxiliary heating sys- 


tems are recommended for peri- — 


ods of extremely cold or sustain- 
ed cloudy weather. At other.times, 
the natural absorption, storage and 
distribution of the-sun’s energy by 
the thermal mass will maintain the 
necessary round-the-clock heat. 
The attached greenhouse or 
“sunspate” is a glass*room at- 
tached to the south side of a 
building. This transforms the 


uildiig’s former exterior south 


‘wall into the interior’s heat-absorb- 
ing wall, As the sun’s rays are 
transmitted through the glass, the 
south wall captures and stores 
the heat for release when needed. 
As with other direct-gain heat- 
ing designs, the most heat-ab- 
sorbing materials used for the 
walls and floors of the sunspace, 
the greater the amount of heat 
storage possible. And too, the 
use of solar Screens, awnings 
and/or insulated draperies is re- 
commended fo avoid overheating 
during the day and ‘logs of heat 
at night.

Chemical depéndency, as a pro- 
gressive disease will affect .the 
equilibrium of the family mobile, 
One disfunctionary member will 
send that mobile into a tailspin. 

Within the functional family 
(non-affected) self-worth is high; 
communication is: direct, clear, 
specific and honest; rules are flexi- 
ble, human, appropriate and sub- 
ject to change; linking to society 
(other people and institutions out- 
side the family) is open and hope 
ful. 


Within the disfunctional deatiy: 


(affected) self-worth is low; com- 
munication ‘is indirect, vague and 
not really honest; rules are rigid, 
inhuman, non-negotiable, and ev- 
erlasting; linking to society (oth- 
er people and institutions outside 


the family) is fearful, placating 


and enabling. _ 

Chemical dependency is a FAM- 
-ILY disease. Each member ad- 
apts to the behavior of the 
chemically dependent person: by 
developing behavior that causes 
the least amount of personal 
stress. Here we get into terms 
such as self-delusion, enabler, 
family hero, scapegoat, lost child, 


’ and family mascot,

LOCAL TALENT PROVIDES 
FUN-FILLED SHOW AT 
LOCKE MILLS TOWN HALL:

On Saturday evening, Feb. 21, 
Gary (“Butch”) Fuller’s dream of 
giving Locke Mills residents a nos- 
talgic night of fun to remember 
came true. It was something of a 
return to olden days when people 


in rural communities enjoyed. min- - 


strel shows, dances and much oth- 
er varied entertainment in their 
own villages. Most of those good 
times came from the plentiful tal- 
ent that existed’ within their very 
own. environs. So, several months 
ago, with that historical model in 
mind, Fuller conceived the idea of 
putting on a variety show primari- 
Jy for entertainment, but also to 
‘earn some money for the Recre- 
ation Committee, of which he is 
‘chairman. Encouraged by favora- 
ble reactions to his idea, he began 
canvassing the region for the need- 
ed talent,The more he looked, the 
more he found; and bit by bit, 
the idea approached reality, This 
increased his determination to 
make it happen.

In fact, part of Fuller’s driving 
pursuit of this venture was based 
on the effects of the “‘gas crtnch” 
and how this would stimulate peo- 
ple to re-discover the secret of 
entertaining themselves again 
in their own home towns. As a 
tribute to the truth of this dedi- 
cated young man’s conviction, the 
hall was filled in spite of dire 
flood: conditions as the mighty An- 
droscoggin rampaged rebelliously 
at the choking ice jams clogging 
its journey to the sea.

I picked up a stick, strong and 
Steady to use as a third Jeg on the 
slippery leaves. I advanced in a 
kind of two-step, ‘taking a couple 
of steps then pausing to observe, 
if something caught my attention. 

This woodland that seems so sol- 
id, is really endlessly altering. An. 
old tree falls, as a. big oak here 
had, and a new sapling springs 
up. After every wind, storm the for- 
est is strewn with dead branches. 
So trees die in fragments. Those, 
too, were here. Occasionally a tree 
falls and lodges, causing another 
tree to. tip across a trail. These I 
pass warily, especially if it’s win- 
dy. ie 

As I advanced, my surroundings 
grew more wild and lonely. I saw 
signs of deer; hoof prints in the 
path and leading away among the 
trees. It seemed so remote here 
from the outside world, with the 
sound of the woodland brook, as 
it traced its snake-like course am- 


I passed big boulders, one of 
which was really huge, green with 
moss and ferns and trees growing 
from it. 

I.climbed on until I came to the 
rough footing at the mine, rested, 
then started back. This proved 
harder than going up for it was 
“slippy”, 

A fiery cloud blotted out the 
sun for 4 moment, and all the land 
seemed suddenly gray. Soon I top- 
ped a dome-like hitl where I could 
see the twisted valley and again 
hear the water. 

I kept winding on the leafy path, 
down hill, which opened into an 
aventie of leafless treés, rigid and 
gray, standing in strict formation 
like a line of soldiers guarding me 
to the main highway. Except for 
a distarice on that, I came to the 
-end of the mysteries of solitude 
and the pleasurés of a winding 
trail.

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REP, SNOW REQUESTS USAF 
TO HOLD HEARINGS ON 
LOW-LEVEL JET TRAINING 

U. S. Rep. Olympia Snowe (Me.) 
has requested the U, S. Air Force 
to hold public hearings in Maine 
counties affected by Air Force 
plans to conduct low-level jet 
fighter training. 

In a letter to Air Force officials 
studying the plan to implement 
training areas in Somerset, Oxford 
and Franklin counties, Rep. Snowe 
ealled for public hearings ‘in or- 
der to afford the area residents 
the opportunity to express their 
views to you more directly.”’ She 
added that constituent response to 
the Air Force plan has been “‘tre- 
mendous”, and that she has ré- 
ceived ‘‘a considerable number of 
letters . . . in opposition to the 
proposal.” 

The Air Force has proposed the 
missions. to serve as training 
against low-level manned bomber 
attacks on the United States. The 
areas in western Maine would be 
used by three fighter squadrons, 


would be held six days per week. 
Air Force planners indicate that 
80% of the training flights would 
be conducted at altitudes greater 
than 1,000 feet. But in two of the 
training areas, the lower limit 
for flight altitude would be 100 
feet, 

The Air Force has solicited com- 
ments from the public on the pro- 
posals, but Rep. Snowe said the 
hearings .‘‘would take the process 
one step further. I recognize that 
these training exercises are im- 
portant in terms of our overall 
tational defense, but it is un- 
conscionable that the Air Force 
would proceed with its plans with- 
out confronting the people affect- 
ed directly and openly.” 

The Air Force has in the past 
proposed such training flights both 
in southeastern Maine, which was 
determined not to be feasible, and 
over Washington County, Public
